Palm Beach County Commis- 
sioners on Monday authorized a 
delegation to try ` changing the 
minds of State Cabinet members, 
who turned down the county's, re- 
quest for state land in the Glades 
for a road and additional parking 
at the Glades Office Building. 

The county had asked for right- 
of-way for a “Sugar House Road” 
which would provide access from a 
13 million dollar cooperative sugar 
mill near Belle Glade westward to 
State Road 15, a main highway in 
the Glades.
